@ Redevelopment, a lightning rod for 

criticism for more than a decade, was the 

topic of a curtailed study session Monday

EL CERRITO — Discussion Monday on reacti- 
vating the city’s controversy-charged redevelop- 
ment program encountered stormy weather, just 
not the kind anybody had expected. 

The City Council/Redevelopment Agency heard 
from several redevelopment experts, but the study 
session was cut short by the lightning storm that 
caused the lights and power to go out in the coun- 
cil chambers. The study session “for determining 
the future role of redevelopment in El Cerrito” 
ended at just after 9 p.m., to be continued at a fu- 
ture date. 

Agency members heard from, among others, 
Russ Watson, deputy director of the California Re- 
development Association, redevelopment consul- 
tant Donald Fraser and Marc Grisham, Pinole’s 
city manager. 

Watson presented a primer on redevelopment 


and said that the program's basic purpose in the 
state is the “elimination of conditions that cause 
blight.” He noted the “unique powers of redevel- 
opment agencies,” such as the ability to buy pri- 
vate property for resale, the power of eminent do- 
main and the power to collect the “increment” or 
post- redevelopment added-value property tax. 

Watson said redevelopment is used by two- 
thirds of the cities and half of the counties in the 
state. There are currently 409 California redevel- 
opment agencies in 378 cities, 27 counties and four 
joint-power authorities, according to Watson. 

City Manager Scott Hanin acknowledged that 
the city’s Redevelopment Agency has been a point 
of controversy. The Committee of the Whole, an 
advisory board of community members, recom- 
mended and the City Council approved that the 
agency go into hiatus two years ago until its debt 
to the city was paid off. 

“The primary purpose for tonight was to re- 
spond to concerns that we heard-and I heard by 
the City Council and the Committee of the Whole 
that before the City Council endorses any new re-

exhibit. Much of the material 
comes from a box of Punjabi- 
language papers left in a fac- 
ulty member’s office about 30 
years ago by the Indian author 
Khushwant Singh, who had 
been writing a book on the 
Hindustan Gadar Party, which 
existed in California from 1912 
until the independence of India 
and Pakistan in 1947. “Gadar” 
means “revolution” in Urdu. 

A German major in college 
at the University of Texas, 
McMahon got “roped,” as she 
puts it, when she did an under- 
graduate paper on the Indian 
influence on 19th-century Ger- 
man literature. It led to several 
trips to the subcontinent and a 
master’s in Hindi at Cal; she is 
currently working on a Ph.D. in 
Hindi. 

McMahon, who is fluent in 
Punjabi and Urdu as well as 
Hindi and German, got wind of 
the box when she became head 
of the South-Southeast Asia 
seven years ago. She and be- 
gan the arduous task of orga- 
nizing the papers for a future 
exhibit on the Gadar Party. By 
and by, it evolved into a closer 
look at the land many Ameri- 
cans once saw as “a confused 
jumble of yogis, snake charm- 
ers and maharajahs,” in the 
words of Dalip Singh Saund, a 
Cal student of the 1920s, 
quoted in the exhibit. 

“As I started working on it, 
it grew,” McMahon said, “I 
wanted to tell the story of the 
people — who were they in the 
Punjab? Why did they want to 
come to North America? 

“What was their home life 


like? What were their aspira- 
tions and dreams?” 

The exhibit, which consists 
of photographs and documents 
and is accompanied by a his- 
tory written by McMahon, 
chronicles the migration of 
South Asian laborers, mostly 
from the Punjab, to the Pacific 
Coast of North America to 
work in lumber mills, on rail- 
roads, in factories and in agri- 
culture. Some entered the 
United States at Angel Island, 
others came to California by 
way of Canada, migrating 
down the Pacific Coast toward 
warmer climates. Others still 
sailed to Panama, then slipped 
across the Mexican border, 

The beginning date of the 
exhibit, 1899, coincides with 
the arrival of four Sikhs in San 
Francisco, an event that at- 
tracted press attention. The 
closing date, 1965, was the 
year of the Immigration and 
Nationality Act, which modified 
national-origin quotas and ush- 
ered in greater levels of immi- 
gration from the subcontinent. 

There are sections on the 
home life of the new immi- 
grants and on houses of wor- 
ship, mostly Sikh temples but 
also California’s first mosque 
in Sacramento, which was built 
by Muslims from the still-fu- 
ture Pakistan in May 1947. 

Parts of the exhibit are de- 
voted to the rigors of immigra- 
tion, notably a 1914 voyage to 
Canada by a group of 340 
Sikhs, 24 Muslims and 12 Hin- 
dus traveling as British citi-

ar changed character 
; immensely when Eu- 
ropeans imported gun- 


powder from China, and then 
again when bombs took flight 
in planes. 

Once again, technology has 
delivered us very major 
changes in the means for our 
own violent, intentional de- 
struction of one another, this 
time via electronics and city- 
building. The double World 
Wars of the 21st century just 
began on Sept. 11 with the 
bombing of three gigantic sin- 
gle-use buildings standing at 
the apex of brute power and 
wealth. This double war is a 
radically different kind of con- 
flict to which the United States 
is responding in a most 20th- 
century manner, a century of 
absolutely disastrous warfare 
— and the learning of few 
lessons in the pursuit of it. 

But with some serious 
thought we might be able to 
look at present conditions and 
be better able to deal with fu- 
ture large-scale conflict, con- 
flict on a world scale, and 
means of subverting conflict’s 
drift into violence. 


First of all, television and 
computers and the golobaliza- 
tion of travel as well as the 
globalization of imagery and 
information means that the 
“enemy” is empowered every- 
where, everywhere that the 
dedication to solving problems 
with violence exists. This ren- 
ders “conventional” military ac- 
tion anachronistic and so close 
to random in seeking out the 
opponent that the 20th cen- 
tury’s combatant-to-innocent 
bystander ratio, which was 
probably on the order of one to 
10, is, in the first brief battle of 
the 21st century, already closer 
to one to 100. 

The all-pervasiveness of the 
truth that about 5 percent of 
the people have about half the 
world’s resources in now elec- 
tronically rubbed in the face of 
poor people everywhere by 
communications technology 
and then made explicit by the 
presence of tourists who in- 
evitably look wildly rich com- 
pared to the ever more desper- 
ate, dislocated and frustrated 
“developing” world locals. Per- 
haps, therefore, it is time to 
consider defusing the violence 
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Cherished values 


Like many Americans, I’ve ré-exam- 
ined my priorities from before Sept. 11 
and found them pretty trivial. I’ve re- 
solved to help preserve and promote what 
I most cherish about a free society: civil- 
ity, tolerance, peaceful coexistence and 
freedom itself. 

Freedom is under attack: The Bush 
administration is asking Congress to au- 
thorize it to closely track Americans elec- 
tronically and to deport noncitizens with 
no evidence and virtually no judicial re- 
view. - 

Overreactions like this won’t make us 
any safer, They will only further the terror- 
ists’ aims of destroying a free society’s free- 
dom from within. And they are distractions 
from the real issue: As we are learning with 
each day’s news reports, this administra- 
tion spectacularly failed to use its existing 
intelligence powers to foresee and prevent 
last week’s atrocities. 

The administration also wants Con- 
gress to loosen existing restrictions on 
the CIA’s recruitment of terrorists. That 
would be a terrible mistake. These are 
not prohibitions — only requirements for 
oversight and accountability. Let’s re- 
member that the CIA originally helped 
create the Taliban (and recruited and 
trained Osama bin Laden) back in the 
1980s when the current president’s fa- 
ther was vice president. The atrocities of 
Sept. 11 are, in part, a tragic “blowback” 
from our own past skullduggery.

The speeches were inter- 
spersed with two multi-media 
slide shows, featuring snap- 
shots of Mark that made many 
in the audience laugh know- 
ingly. Most of the people seated 
on stage twisted around to look 
at the screen behind them. But 
McCain waited until the lights 
went dark; then he quietly got 
out of his chair and stood to 
one side, facing the screen di- 
rectly. 

I wondered why for a sec- 
ond, and it hit me: He probably 
can't turn his neck anymore be- 
cause of the torture he suffered 
in North Vietnamese prisons.

Then Paul Holm, the man 
with whom Mark had a six- 
year relationship, spoke. Lis- 
tening to him, I swelled with 
pride over the fact that Mark 
was gay, even though I’m 
straight myself. I couldn't help 
thinking, “Take that, Jerry Fal- 
well! Let’s see you try to mouth 
off about gays now!” 

The next-to-last speaker was 
McCain. He made it quite clear 
why he had flown all the way 
across the country to be there: 
He wanted to thank the man 
who saved his life. 

McCain was in the Capitol 
that terrible morning. So was 
every other Senator and Repre- 
sentative. Plus hundreds of 
Congressional staffers, many of 
whom are barely out of college. 

Plus janitors, plumbers, car- 


penters, electricians, messen- 
gers, restaurant workers, secu- 
rity guards, clerks in the House 
and Senate post offices, sales- 
people at the souvenir stands 
— the list goes on and on, 

Worst of all, hundreds — 
perhaps thousands — of 
schoolchildren visit the Capitol 
every day. You can see their 
tour buses stretching for blocks 
and blocks, 

Mark Bingham, Todd 
Beamer, Tom Burnett and Je- 
remy Glick saved them all. 

They also saved the Capitol 
itself, the temple of our democ- 
racy. They saved the Rotunda, 
where martyred presidents 
from Lincoln to Kennedy have 
lain in state. They saved price- 
less paintings and irreplaceable 
historic artifacts. 

Without them, the unspeak- 
able horror of Black Tuesday 
would have been even worse. 

McCain quoted the Gospel 
of John — “Greater love hath 
no man than this; that he lay 
down his life for his friends” — 
adding, “The only way I can 
thank Mark is to try to be as 
good an American as he was.”

McCain’s remarks were 
much appreciated by the audi- 
ence, and he got a long round 
of applause. But not a standing 
ovation. 

That was reserved for the fi- 
nal speaker, Mark’s mom, who 
got two.

I wish I could tell you what 
she said in between, but unfor- 
tunately I took my notes in wa- 
ter-soluble ink, and now 
they're so runny | can't deci- 
pher them. 


A final note: There are many - 


great paintings in the Capitol, 
the building that was saved by 
Mark Bingham and his band of 
brothers, They depict the great 
heroes of every generation. 
(The most recent one is a 
group portrait of the Chal- 
lenger astronauts.) 


And here’s the part that al- 
ways gives me the shivers: 
Some of the walls are still 
blank. They’re being reserved 
for the heroes yet unborn and 
the great deeds yet to be done. 


I reminded McCain of this 
when we were talking in the 
basement of Wheeler Hall, and 
I said, “Senator, I think it’s time 
for a new painting.” 

“Don't worry,” he said. “It’s 
already in the works.” 

Thank you, Mark. Say hi to 
Nathan Hale. I think you two 
will have a lot to say to each 
other.

Robber barons filled Pittsburgh with gems of art and architectu, 


u see their names every- 
Y where as you go about 
the city of Pittsburgh, Pa. 
On office buildings, hotels, hos- 
pitals, museums, libraries and 
schools. There is Mellon Bank 
and Mellon square, Several 
Carnegie museums, Frisk 
buildings abound, and, to a 
somewhat lesser extent, Heinz. 
They are the robber barons. 
The ones who built obscene 
fortunes on the backs of the 
workers, thereby bringing 
about the era of the unions and 
. the unionists. They are the 
ones who then, in an effort to 
buy redemption, started doing 
good deeds, funding, as noted, 
hospitals, libraries, museums 
and schools. Thus the Carnegie 
libraries all over the country 
and many, many of the build- 
ings in Pittsburgh. 

The buildings in Pittsburgh 
are what we were studying on 
this architectural trip, spon- 
sored by the National Trust 
and Preservation Society. And 
the buildings are fascinating. 
For instance, there is our 
friend, Henry Clay Frisk, who 
snapped his fingers in the face 
of the establishment by erect- 
ing a much taller, wider and 
modern building directly across

the street of the front of the 
lovely stone Courts Building, 
thereby rendering this Richard- 
son-designed beauty less im- 
pressive and less important 

All of them became art col- 
lectors, also, and, naturally, the 
main art museum in Pittsburgh 
is the Carnegie Museum of Art, 
a wonderful home for a really 
fine collection, Carnegie built it 
in 1896 and while the aim of 
most museums then was to col- 
lect works of the past, Andrew 
Carnegie focused on collecting 
the “Old Masters of tomorrow.” 
Thus including major works by 
Winslow Homer, James Mc- 
Neill Whistler, and John Singer 
Sargent.” The collection now 
also includes a great collection 
of modern art. 

There was much more to 
see, including some of the sev- 
eral universities within the city. 
One of them, of course, is the 
University of Pennsylvania, and 
the most prominent building, 
with a tower that reaches up 
into the sky, is the Cathedral of 
Learning. A handsome building 


which does, indeed, resemble a 
cathedral, it has another aspect 
that is lovely and unusual. I 
speak of several rooms which 
have been decorated by people 
of various nationalities. And 
the Nationality Rooms are var- 
ied and beautiful. 

In a city of diversity, citizens 
of Pittsburgh have built a 
Swedish room, an Indian 
Room, an Austrian Room, a 
Greek room and others, includ- 
ing an Early American Room. 
Each room is decorated with 
art, colors and artifacts from 
that country. The Austrian 
room cannot be used by the 
students because of its crystal 
chandelier and lovely silk fur- 
nishings. But it is beautiful to 
see. A lovely idea, and it is in- 
teresting to think of the fund- 
raisers and penny drives used 
to raise the money by each na- 
tionality. 

In a walking tour we saw 
many of the buildings up close, 
including my favorite, the Pitts- 
burgh Plate Glass buildings. 
Six of them. All covered in 
glass, of course, but quite dif- 
ferent from the glass buildings 
in our area. They have tiny 
towers on all of the buildings. 
Many tiny towers. And the 


glass is so arranged that the 
surrounding buildings’ reflec- 
tions distort into beautiful pat- 
terns. Alas, as with many of the 
buildings we saw, the owner- 
ship has changed and they are 
no longer the Plate Glass Build- 
ings. 

We went up the Duquesne 
Incline, located on Mount 
Washington. The Incline is 
named after Fort Duquesne 
and was built in 1877. From 
there we saw a spectacular 
view of the city. As you may 
know, three rivers flow into 
Pittsburgh, joining together 
later to form the Ohio Rivers. 
The rivers are beautiful and the 
many bridges spanning them 
are most interesting. 

Pittsburgh is an old city, a 
busy city, and, while having all 
this wonderful architecture, 
also has areas that are quite 
ugly, and some, even, that seem 
not to have recovered from the 
old days of the coal mines, the 
iron mines and the steel works, 
when soot covered the area, 
hardly letting any sunshine 
through. 

Another wonderful part of 
this tour was our visit to the 
surrounding countryside, and 
the homes designed by Frank 


Lloyd Wright. One was the 
wonderful Fallingwater, in Mill 
Run, which is regarded, world- 
wide, as an architectural mas- 
terpiece. It was built for depart- 
ment store magnet Edgar J. 
Kaufmann. The Kaufmanns (a 
very interesting family, whose 
story should be told) wanted 
the home to feature the beauti- 
ful waterfall on their property. 
Wright built the home over the 
waterfall. An amazing engi- 
neering feat, and a fantastic ar- 
chitectural feat. With can- 
tilevered decks and balconies, 
it follows the lines of the water- 
fall below it. With the colors he 
chose, the furnishings he de- 
signed and the design of the 
home, itself, it seems to be one 
with the land. There is nothing 
else like it. Every bedroom has 
its own deck, and stairs go 
down from the living room 
right into the waterfall itself. 

This amazing home, which 
engineers said could never last, 
is beginning to slip, after 60 
years. It will be closed in No- 
vember for repairs, but will re- 
open in all its astounding 
beauty to amaze visitors for 
many more years. 

We also saw Kentuck Knob, 
a home Wright built for the H. 


J. Heinz family. A hexagy 
house, the pattern is Cont;

I give slide presentations all 
over the world about this cause 
of the human war against the 
whole biosphere, For the last 
10 years these presentations 
have started out with pictures 
of sprawl, cars and — interest- 
ingly enough — the World 
Trade Center towers. Then I’ve 
used the contrasting image of a 
beautiful town in Turkey in 
which one can see the houses, 
workplaces, markets, adminis- 
tration center, mosque minarets 
and the surrounding agricul- 
tural and natural lands, The 
pieces of the community con- 
nected in close proximity, the 
community in its wholeness, 
are absent in the first three pic- 
tures and included in the 
fourth picture. 

To many people it seems ab- 
stract to hear that the city is as- 
saulting nature, that this consti- 
tutes a real world-scale war, 
and one with the very violent 
edge of half a million bloody, 
fiery deaths in car crashes 
every year and the gassing to 
premature death of another 
half million by air pollution. 
But the concrete and steel, 
glass and wood — giant forests 
of wood! — and the cars, as- 
phalt and gasoline that it takes 
to build this habitat is ever so 


“concrete” and real, and so is 
its destructive effect. 


Its opposite — compact di- 
versity of activities hosted by 
buildings in sensible relation- 
ships to one another — is an 
absolutely fundamental design 
imperative forgotten by people 
driving cars, buying oil and 
building gargantuan single-use 
buildings like the World Trade 
Center towers. 


Mixed use, fine-grain, 
pedestrian-oriented urban de- 
sign is the opposite of sprawl. 
But even worse than sprawl is 
linear development in which 
the city is stretched out along a 
strip. One-third of the infra- 
structure here is for circulation 
alone. Imagine a human body 
made up one-third of veins! 
Unhealthy! Tip the linear trans- 
portation “strip” up on end 
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(still constituting about one 
third of the floor space), com- 
pact it somewhat, and you have 
the World Trade Center towers. 
Their “aspect” (ratio of 
height to width), at nine to one, 
was as linear in the vertical di- 
mension as the engineers can 
get. They were high density to 
an extreme that’s way over the 
line, but worse yet, they were 
single-use, “monoculture” in 
the extreme, hosting not just 
the single function of work, but 
only one particular type of 
work: office work. The healthy 
city, the city that is not at war 
with its environment, biosphere 
and resource base, would take 
the organization of ecological 
environments and living organ- 
isms as a model instead, and 
would build a city self-con- 
sciously declaring “peace on 
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Earth — peace with Earth.” 


That’s what should replace 
those New York towers and 
sprawl everywhere: a kind of 
architecture and planning that 
actually addresses the chang- 
ing realities of our times, the 
unraveling health of the bios- 
phere and the potential for 
building cities in balance with 
nature. The World Trade Cen- 
ter should be replaced by a 
World Peace Center (part of 
peace is trade) with several di- 
rectly related institutions, but 
mainly with “green” architec- 
ture and city planning at the. 


core, a real, full bodied, living 
community making peace with 
Earth. Building such city cores 
first, then reshaping whole 
cities, as well as establishing 
far better conditions of eco- 
nomic justice internationally, 
happens to be the two most 
powerful steps toward under- 
standing how to create a far 
jess violent world and putting 
an end to those two new types 
of world war.

@ Many groups not 
affiliated with disaster aid 
find their usual donors are 
sending their money 
elsewhere

The attacks two weeks ago on 
the East Coast inspired many 
Americans to give to charities that 
are helping the victims that were 
left behind. 

But, those events may be over- 
shadowing the need for attention 
to other important issues. 

“Fund-raising has collapsed,” 
said Derek Jentzsch, development 
director for the AIDS Emergency 


Fund and Breast Cancer Emer- 
gency Fund in San Francisco, 

Jentzsch said that he and oth- 
ers in his field worry that people 
are only focused on giving 
money to victims of the attacks. 

He said that he’s already see- 
ing signs that individuals who 
give small donations are sending 
their money to organizations 
such as the American Red Cross 
instead. 

“There's nothing wrong with 
that, but other things are going 
to fall by the wayside,” he said. 

Take the Oakland Athletics 
Breast Cancer Awareness Day on 
Saturday, which was scheduled 
long before the hijackings on the 
East Coast. 

On Saturday, some who were 
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with two ground floor commer- 
cial spaces.

feeling patriotic chose to speak 
out about America. 

Alongside the pink T-shirts 
and ribbons worn to symbolize 
the fight against breast cancer, 
people waved American flags or 
wore star-spangled ribbons, caps 
and T-shirts, 

“We wanted to show our pa- 
triotism,” said Tina Byrnes of 
Sacramento, 

She wore a baseball cap 
showing off the American flag. 
Her husband, Tim, wore an over- 
sized hat with the image of Un- 
cle Sam. 

“I wanted to show that people 
on the West Coast care about 
what happened on the East 
Coast,” she said. 

Allie Bennett, 70, of Fremont, 
sported a star-spangled ribbon 
on her shirt instead of a pink 
one. “What happened over there 
really affected me,” she said. 

Bennett said she knew that 
the event was to raise money for 
breast cancer, But she didn’t 
bother mentioning the event to 
the operator when she bought 
her tickets. 

By doing that, half of the pro- 


ceeds from her tickets would’ve 
gone towards breast cancer re- 
search and helping patients cop- 
ing with the disease. 

Jentzsch said that the situation 
has been exacerbated by people’s 
worries about the economy, 

“People are waiting to see if 
we'll go to war, so all bets are 
off,” he said, 

If he’s right, then people who 
depend on his organization may 
be left waiting for the aid they 
need, 

Jentzsch said that his group 
gives $600 to low-income women 
who fall under the state’s poverty 
line of $22,000 a year. 

According to him, around 600 
women are diagnosed with 
breast cancer in San Francisco 
each year. About half of those 
need help from groups like his, 
he said, 

He said that their clients typ- 
ically are too sick to continue 
working while they undergo 
treatment. Most have no alter- 
natives because they have to 
keep a roof over their heads, can- 
cer or no cancer, he said. 

“These women are disabled 
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by their disease,” he said. “The 
money we give them isn’t much, 
but with the help of friends and 
family, they'll get through the six- 
to-seven months of treatment.” 

Jentzsch said that the idea for 
the fund came after a board 
member’s partner was diagnosed 
with breast cancer and she ex- 
perienced hardship. 

They were already giving 
money to AIDS patients, and de- 
cided to expand the program. 

He said that they have 40 
clients so far, and their goal was 
to help a total of 250 women by 
the end of the year. 

To do that, they need to raise 
$40,000 to continue their efforts 
for the rest of the year.

Oakland Heritage Alliance's fall 
house tour highlighting the Oakland 
neighborhoods Claremont Pines 
and Rockridge will be held Sunday, 
Oct. 7, from noon to 5 p.m. 

Visit eight spectacular homes 
of historic and architectural inter- 
est. Seven of the homes on this 
full-house tour were built between 
the 1910s and 1930s, and range 
in style from Arts & Crafts, Swiss 
Chalet, Moderne, and contempo- 
rary Californian to Mediterranean 
Revival, English Arts & Crafts and 
Mediterranean-Pueblo. 

An eighth home, built after the 
1991 Oakland Hills Firestorm, is a 
unique Mediterranean with French, 
Spanish, and Moorish influences 
and features an elegant, sinuous 
French door and transom window 
salvaged from the old City of Paris 
store in San Francisco. 

Some of the Bay Area’s most 
notable architects designed homes 
on this year’s tour, including Louis 
Christian Mullgardt, architect for 
the de Young Museum in Golden 
Gate Park and some of the build- 
ings at the 1915 Panama Pacific 
Exposition in San Francisco, 

His grandly designed 1912 
home on Broadway Terrace, in- 
tended for large-scale entertain-

Bob Maynard, will be the site of an 
ongoing reception for tour-goers. 

Also on the tour is a Moderne- 
style home, which Clarence May- 
hew designed in 1936, featuring 
Japanese-inspired sliding window 
coverings. 

Another home, described in 
the September 1937 issue of 
The Architect and Engineer as 
an example of the “contempo- 
rary Californian type of domestic 
architecture” using “natural 
beauty, warmth, and human tra- 
ditions,” was designed by Miller 
and Warnecke, 

Tile buffs and historians will 
enjoy viewing historic Batchelder, 
S &S Tile, Claycraft Potteries, 
Tropico, D & M Tile, and Mueller 
tiles in several of the homes. 

Some of the homes are lo- 
cated in the 1910 subdivision now 
called Upper Rockridge while oth- 
ers are in the contiguous 1927 
Claremont Pines development. 
Both areas were designed as set- 
tings for large homes in aestheti- 
cally pleasing environs, with 
streets following the natural con- 
tours of the land rather than the 
more typical Roman grid pattern.

Like every American, the tragic 
events of Sept. 11 have changed 
our lives and world forever. After 
emerging from the paralyzing 
numbness of the last two weeks, | 
have noticed, though, that some of 
the changes in people and busi- 
ness have been very positive and 
wonderful. 

People seem a little kinder and 
open to complete strangers. 

| was in the elevator (the origi- 
nal bastion of silence) at the 24- 
story American President's Line 
building in Oakland, which was still 
under complete alert. Three people 
were discussing the hassle of work- 
ing in the tallest building in Oak- 
land, simply turned to me and 
asked, “And how are you dealing 
with all of this?” 

The Montclair Lions Club chose 
to hold its Flea Market on Sept. 15 
in spite of the events and donate 
the proceeds to the September 11th 
Fund. 

A lady walked up to the Mont- 
clair Lions Club booth and told us, 
"| have case of (144) US Flags that 
have been sitting in my basement 


for two years. | would like to donate 
them to you if you think it would 
help raise money-for the victims of 
the tragedy.” Well, she brought 
them and we put a sign up: “Take 
a flag with any donation.” Some 
dropped in a 10 or a 20 dollar bill, 
some kids scraped together 24 or 
50 cents, but with all their donations 
them all we raised almost $300 ad- 
ditional dollars just because of the 
flags. We never got the lady's name 
that donated the flags, so | hope 
she reads this to know how much 
she really contributed. More im- 
portantly, she is an example of our 
neighbors, fellow Americans, who 
have selflessly give of themselves 
during this period of mourning. 

Even the mortgage industry has 
a heart. Many mortgage lenders 
waived the late fee for payments if 
not received by Sept. 15, as long 
as the borrowers contacted them.

; Even though the yield on the 30- 
year (long) bond spiked from 5.37 
percent to 5.57 percent in just a few 
days, rates have held. One reason 
might be that the yield on the 10- 
year bond hasn't moved as dra- 
matically, but I'd like to believe 
(probably naively, as fellow col- 
leagues have suggested) that the 
banking industry has the tragedy in 
mind as well. 

My sister forwarded me an e- 
mail from Charles Brennan’s Morn- 
ingstar Politics Forum. In An Open 
Letter to a Terrorist Brennan said: 
“Well, you hit the World Trade Cen- 
ter, but you missed America. You 
hit the Pentagon, but you missed 
America. You used helpless Amer- 
ican bodies to take out other Amer- 
ican bodies, but like a poor marks- 
man, you still missed America. 

“Why? Because of something 
you guys will never understand. 
America isn’t about a building or 
two, not about financial centers, not 
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about military centers 
n't about a place, not gy, 
bunch of bodies Amer 
an idea.

Buyers have for some time now 
sought out the proximity to BART 
and freeways and particularly, the 
walk-to-everything convenience of 
this neighborhood, and they have 
paid ever increasing prices to live 
there.

Rates fall yet again in response 
to temporary economic stall 


McLean, VA — In Freddie Mac's 
Primary Mortgage Market Survey, the 
80-year fixed-rate mortgage averaged 
6.80 percent, with an average cost 
of 0.9 point (1 point equals 1 percent 
of the loan amount), for the week 
@nding Sept. 21, down from 6.86 per- 
cent last week. A year ago, the 30- 
year fixed-rate mortgage average was 
7.90 percent. The 30-year fixed-rate 
Mortgage has not been lower since 
the week ending Feb. 12, 1999, when 
it averaged 6.77 percent. 

The average for the 15-year 
fixed-rate mortgage is 6.30 percent, 
with an average cost of 0.9 point, 
down from last week when the 15- 


year fixed-rate mortgage averaged 
6.39 percent. A year ago, the 15- 
year fixed-rate mortgage averaged 
7.57 percent. The 15-year fixed-rate 
mortgage has not been this low 
since the week ending Oct. 2, 1998, 
when it averaged 6.27 percent. 
One-year Treasury-indexed ad- 
justable-rate mortgages (ARMs) av- 
eraged 5.58 percent this week, with 
an average cost of 0.9 point, down 
from last week's average of 5.62 
percent. This time last year, the one- 
year ARM averaged 7.27 percent. 
“The terrorist attacks brought the 
US economy to a four-day stand- 
still, which is reflected in this week's 


lower long-term mortgage rates,” 
said Robert Van Order, Freddie Mac 
chief economist. 

“As a result, short term projec- 
tions for growth have been revised 
downward, allowing the Federal Re- 
serve to intervene and lower rates 
in an effort to bolster the economy, 
Ultimately, lower mortgage rates 
should keep the housing industry 
healthy, offsetting some of the 
weakness in the national economy. 

“On the brighter side, longer 
term forecasts see a return to more 
stable conditions, allowing the 
economy to expand to a more nat- 
ural state.”

Atlantis’ has plenty of heart 


@ The new Hopkins drama 
is vaguely familiar, but still 
very entertaining

The tenderhearted, nostalgia- 
drenched “Hearts in Atlantis” 
couldn’t have come along at a 
better time. It's as comfy as old 
slippers, a movie to crawl into 
and forget, at least temporarily, 
about the world outside. 

This is a small movie in many 
ways, the story of the unlikely 
friendship between a lonely boy 
named Bobby (Anton Yelchin) 
and the mysterious Ted Brauti- 
gan (Anthony Hopkins), who 
meet in a mid-sized Connecticut 
town in 1960, on the day Bobby 
turns 11. Ted arrives on that day 
with all his possessions in shop- 
ping bags and moves into the fur- 
nished apartment above the one 
where Bobby lives with his wid- 
owed mother. 

Part of Ted’s appeal is that he 
speaks to Bobby as if he were an 
adult, introducing the topics of 
literature, history and philo- 
sophical thought without ever 
condescending to the boy. In di- 
rect contrast, Bobby’s mother, Liz 
(Hope Davis), treats her own son 
as if she were an uncaring and 
embittered schoolteacher and he 
her difficult and untalented pupil. 
Telling him cash is short — it al- 
ways is in their house, unless 
there is a new outfit she craves 
— she gives him a library card 
for his birthday instead of the 
bike he’s asked for. Davis, the 
wonderful actress from “The 
Daytrippers” and “Next Stop 
Wonderland,” digs into this un- 
sympathetic role with great en- 
ergy and skill. 

Ted strikes a bargain with 
Bobby. In exchange for $1 a 
week, Bobby will read the news- 
paper to Ted, whose eyes are fail- 
ing him (or so he says; Ted’s eyes 
look as sharp as a hawk, as Hop- 
kins’ usually do). Bobby is also 
to keep an eye out for the 
dreaded “low men” who Ted tells 
him are pursuing him for some 
devious end. As he describes 
them, the low men sound other- 
worldly and spooky and not par- 
ticularly real. Bobby, being a sen- 
sible boy, doesn’t buy the notion 
— at least, not at first. But he 
does want that bike, so he goes 
to work for Ted. 

Most of the action is set in 
1960, although a prologue and 
epilogue set in present-day, with 
David Morse playing Bobby as 
an adult, serve to heighten the 
movie’s already eloquent por- 
trayal of loss, not just of the peo- 
ple we love and lose but of times 
and places we love, and indeed, 
of our very innocence. 

The trailers make “Hearts in 
Atlantis” sound almost like a su- 
pernatural thriller, hyping a spe-

between man and boy. Ted, in a 
few short months, teaches Bobby 
what he needs to grow strong 
and sure of himself. He also 
learns how to defend himself and 
his first love, Carol (the charm- 
ing Mika Boorem), against neigh- 
borhood bullies and his own self- 
centered mother. 

Yelchin, who had roles in “15 
Minutes” and “Along Came a Spi- 
der,” initially seems drawn from 
an old-style cartoon, tight curls, 
round eyes and mouth agape 
with perpetual surprise or be- 
musement. But man, does this 
kid grow on you, in part because 
it’s just so impressive to see him 
acting not opposite, but with 
Hopkins, with natural grace and 


ease. In turn, Hopkins is at his 
most relaxed as an actor; his Ted 
is funny, wise and loving. Direc- 
tor Scott Hicks (“Shine,” “Snow 
Falling on Cedars”) has done a 
fine job with his actors. 

If the movie reminds you of 
“Stand By Me” in the way it 
evokes a bygone era with such 
startling emotional accuracy that 
you can almost smell the past, 
there is a reason. “Hearts in At- 
lantis” is an adaptation of 
Stephen King’s book of the same 
name, a collection of intercon- 
nected novellas and one short 
story. Screenwriter William Gold- 
man (who also adapted King’s 
“Misery”) incorporated elements

Strindberg’s seldom-seen, dark, 
fairy tale-like “Swanwhite.” It 
was also an occasion to intro- 
duce the audience to the East 
Bay’s newest, and most un- 
usual, theatrical venue. 

Like any fairy tale worthy of 
the name, “Swanwhite” is a 
love story, featuring a beautiful 
young princess of that name, 
played by Kim Jiang; her less- 
sought sister (Anna Moore), a 
mean stepmother (Sheri 
Clyde), and a dashing prince 
(Jorge Rubio). These are the 
essential ingredients. 

Rounding out the cast are 
Swanwhite’s father, a duke, 
played by Algin Ford; a king 
(Noah James Butler) and a gar- 
dener (Richard Bolster). 

Unlike most fairy tales, how- 
ever, this one moves with cal- 
culated effect through romance 
toward its dark and disillusion- 
ing denouement. 

Jacob Christfort’s transla- 
tion from the original Swedish 
is a satisfying blend of classical 
formality in the lines spoken by 
Jiang and Rubio and the earth- 
bound speech of the others. 
The effect is that of a melding 
of two worlds, the poetic and 
the prosaic. It engages and cu- 
riously satisfies the attention. 

That could be what Strind- 
berg had in mind during the 
troubled period of his life when 
he wrote “Swanwhite” in 1901. 
Fifty-two years old and twice

“APOCALYPSE NOW REDUX”: Fran- 
cis Ford Coppola and editor Walter 
Murch have gone back to the original 
footage of the 1979 classic Vietnam 
film and added 49 minutes. The result 
is a major time commitment but also 
deeper, smoother and ultimately more 
fulfilling. More Playboy Playmates, 
more Robert Duvall, more time on the 
boat, a touch more Brando. Well worth 
a trip to the multiplex, even though not 
everything new is a flat-out success; 
the French plantation scene is flawed 
by bad acting, but Coppola's ad- 
mirable intent, to explore the impact of 
colonization on the country and the 
colonizers, makes his story more well- 
rounded. You may find, if you watch 
the original after seeing this, that you 
miss the new additions.

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airliners and steer three of 
them into buildings loaded with 
thousands of innocent people 
was, I confess, outside the 
boundary of my imagination. 

“The World Trade Center,” 
Friedman points out, “Is not 
where our intelligence agencies 
failed, It is the place our imagi- 
nations failed.” 

True. And we still have a 
long way to go to tighten air- 
port security. I even heard the 
Secretary of the Treasury utter 
a word last week that rarely 
leaves a Republican’s lips: We 
have to SOCIALIZE and feder- 
alize our airport security,” he 
said. Proving these are extraor- 
dinary times. History and expe- 
rience have shown the GOP’s 
beloved “market forces” don’t 
work in many arenas — like 
health care, and now, in airport 
security. As CBS Radio’s 
Charles Osgood put it so well 
on his KCBS commentary, “To 
most airport security workers, 
a job at Cinnabon is a career 
step up.” 

Friedman says of the Sept. 
11 terrorists, “What we know is 
that they were evil, educated, 
and suicidal.” (Note: I know 
some people reflexively cringe 
when they hear the word evil 
— as I do sometimes. But, do 
you have a better word?). “That 
is a combination,” Friedman 
says, “I have never seen before 
in a large group of people.” He 
adds: “People who are evil and 
educated don't tend to be suici- 
dal (they get others to kill 
themselves). People who are

evil and suicidal don't tend to 
be educated.” 

Friedman then addresses a 
growing national paranoia, ex- 
plaining, “Naturally, when our 
imaginations fail us in such a 
shocking way, there is a ten- 
dency to see threats every- 
where and become paralyzed.” 
But we must not do this, Fried- 
man says — and he offered 
good reasons and examples in 
this remarkably insightful, 
Pulitzer Prize-caliber column. 

Friedman says that hope- 
fully we’re dealing with a “rela- 
tively small number of terror- 
ists” and a “crazy state or two,” 
which is my own gut feeling. 

He then adds, “Beirutis had 
it right — there IS no perfect 
security in today’s world. All 
rational precautions must be 
taken. But once you take them, 
you basically have to decide: 
Am I going to sit home and 
hide in the basement forever, 
or am... going to go on with 
my life?” 

Friedman says Sept. 11 
broke his heart, but “I will not 
let it break my spirit.” 

He then tells a wonderful 
story about a British friend 
who insisted on playing golf 
every day in Beirut during the 
civil war. Friedman says he told 
the Englishman he was crazy 
to do it. “I know I am crazy to 
do it,” his friend replied, “But I 
would be even crazier if I did- 
Bites 

Friedman concludes by not- 
ing that last weekend, he took 
in a symphony at Kennedy 
Center, went to breakfast with 
his daughters, flew to Michi- 
gan, and bought some stock. 

“What a great country,” he 


notes, adding: 


“I wonder what Osama bin 
Laden did in his cave in 
Afghanistan yesterday?” 


A better country: In this 
country where the government 
policy is to promote rugged in- 
dividualism, the terms “sacri- 
fice” and “national good” are 
rarely uttered, sadly. Certainly 
not by most elected officials. 
Many Americans, dismayingly, 
seem to distrust or even hate 
their government. One hopes 
this is changing, that this 
tragedy will cause us to redis- 
cover our better selves. You can 
already see it happening in 
many ways.

Golamco, a new Filipino-

2000: no less than a gritty and 
often explosive destruction of 
what he sees as American 
stereotypes of Asians and the 
recreation of them as he sees 
them as actual people in our 
national tapestry.

Theresa Hak Kyung Cha’s 
work is as much about words-as 
about art. Words slap against 

rough canvas like boldly stenciled 
warnings. They drift across pa- 
per like snowflakes. They are 
typed on slips of paper and gath- 
ered into a tiny glass jar. They 
bubble up in English and French, 
sometimes one letter at a time, 
and drop into a fragment of a 
crossword puzzle. They inspire 
photographs, tape recordings, 
postcards, film and video. 

“The main body of my work is 
with Language, looking for the 
roots of the language before it is 
born on the tip of the tongue,” 
Cha said in 1978, the year she re- 
ceived the fourth of her degrees 
in art and literature from UC 
Berkeley. 

“Theresa loved to take apart 
words and invent new words,” ob- 
serves Constance Lewallen, cu- 
rator of “The Dream of the Audi- 
ence,” a retrospective of Cha’s 
work that reopened the Berkeley 
Art Museum this month. The 
building was closed last spring 
for a seismic safety upgrade. 

This is a rare retrospective of 
works by the Korean-American 
conceptual artist, and it will in- 
clude showings of Cha’s films and 
videos and a series of films that 
inspired her at UC’s Pacific Film 
Archive, 

Lewallen says Cha is best- 
known by Asian-American artists, 
conceptual artists and artists who 
mail their work, often on post- 
cards, to others. But for a wider 
audience, Cha helps to recall the 
1970s and redefine conceptual art, 
in which the idea for a work is as 
important as the finished prod- 
uct. 

“There is a lot of interest in the 
origins of conceptual art, to look 
at that period and assess it anew,” 
Lewallen says. Among Bay Area 
artists, she observes, Cha’s work 
was unique for its linguistic as- 
pect. Cha was born in 1951 in Pu- 
san, South Korea, where her fam- 
ily arrived “just ahead of the 
advancing North Korean and Chi- 
nese armies,” according to an ex- 
hibition catalog essay by Larry 
Rinder, a curator at New York’s 
Whitney Museum. 

She moved with her family to 
San Francisco in 1963. She died 
in 1982 in New York — raped and 
murdered by a security guard in 
the Puck Building in lower Man- 
hattan. She had gone there to 
meet her husband, photographer 
Richard Barnes, who was docu- 
menting renovation of the historic 
building, which was named for 
the satiric magazine once pub- 
lished there. 

Cha was killed just a few days 
after the publication of her final 
work, the book “Dictee,” which 
has now been reissued by Uni- 
versity of California Press. 
“Dictee” combines family history, 
autobiography, poetry, images, 
and stories of female martyrs. The 
women include Korean resistance 
leader Yu Guan Soon, who fought 
against the Japanese occupation, 
and Cha’s mother Hyung Soon 
Huo, a Korean born in Manchuria 
to first-generation Korean exiles. 

Cha was also fascinated by 
Joan of Arc, whom she learned 
about, curator Lewallen says, 
when she worked at UC Berke- 
ley’s Pacific Film Archive and saw 
Carl Dreyer’s silent film “The Pas- 
sion of Joan of Arc.” 

Although Cha was attracted to 
the idea of iuartyrs, and her own 
life was cut short, her art “does- 
n’t look tragic,” Lewallen says. 
What it has is “a kind of serious- 
ness, a dreamlike quality. She

Cha’s artwork can be both 
powerful and free-floating, spe- 
cific and mystical. There is often 
a sense of discovery and com- 
pletion by the viewer, as if gallery 
visitors are Cha’s accomplices, 

One example is at the entrance 
to the exhibit: “Morcels,” made 
up of press-type on rice paper 
with a strip of black-and-white 
photographs, At first the letters 
appear randomly chosen, yet 
carefully arranged, Then the let- 
ters begin to spell out words, the 
words turn into phrases — some

I'm not too sure the smaller 
engine would measure up to the 
praise that is given the bigger en- 
gine, but the four-cylinder engine 
does get better fuel economy: 24 
city, 832 highway vs. 20 city, 29 
highway for the V-6.

To write an automotive col- 
umn in the midst of the massive 
tragedy that has occurred in 
New York and Washington, 
D.C,, seems trivial and irrele- 
vant. Yet, President Bush has 
encouraged Americans, to re- 
sume their so-called normal 
work and personal routines as a 
show of their determination to 
not be defeated by terrorists. 

Certainly, the world's auto in- 
dustry was anything but normal 
during the recent events. In- 
deed, auto makers around the 
globe continue to struggle with 
reinstating daily routines and 
normalcy. 

In Detroit, General Motors, 
Ford and DaimlerChrysler — 
tightly concerned that terrorists 
might target the industrial might 
of the world’s largest manufac- 
turing companies — wisely 
evacuated their corporate head- 
quarters on the day New York 
and Washington were attacked, 

After all, Detroit's “Arsenal of 
Democracy” was credited, in 
large part, with winning World 
War Il. Detroit's auto makers in- 
stantly halted production of cars 
after the 1941 bombing of Pearl 
Harbor, an event used as a ba- 
sis of comparison with the re- 
cent terrorist attacks. 

Practically overnight, the 
auto makers converted assem- 
bly plants to facilities for build- 
ing military equipment. And 
nearly as quickly, they returned 
after the war to the normalcy of 
automobile production, 

Obviously, times have 
changed. A war today would be 
unlike World War II. So, too, 
have the auto companies 
changed. 

Yet, as shown in recent 
days, the Yankee can do spirit 
lives in Americans, including in 
our auto companies. Indeed, a 
day after the terrorist attacks, 


the auto makers’ headquarters 
resumed normal activities, while 
beefing up security, which has 
often been lax.

The interdependence of au- 
tomotive activities on the trans- 
portation system and the global 
nature of the industry were 
clearly demonstrated during the 
recent crisis. Ford was forced to 
close the Michigan assembly 
plant that builds Lincolns and 
the new Thunderbird, as well as 
a Canadian plant that builds 
Ford Windstar minivans. Simi- 
larly, GM closed plants in Wis- 
consin and Canada. 

The ban on flights and bor- 
der closures had caused parts 
shortages. Even when borders 
reopened, traffic, including car 
haulers and trucks carrying au- 
tomotive parts, waited in line for 
hours to be scrutinized thor- 
oughly by customs officials. 

Across the ocean, the 
world’s automotive leaders and 
press had gathered for the 
Frankfurt International Auto 
Show, a normally high energy 
show of the industry's latest of- 
ferings. The news of the terrorist 
attacks spread swiftly. The 
mood turned somber. 

One of the 10 mammoth 
halls was evacuated briefly after 
reports of a bomb threat. Mean- 
time, auto executives struggled 
to decide: Should they maintain 
their plans or curtail their activi- 
ties? Most opted to cancel their 
events completely or hold low- 
key briefings rather than the 
flashy press shows they had 
planned. 

Dealers in showrooms across 
the nation await the return to 
normalcy — and wonder what 
that will look like.

hard hit. After the start of the 
Gulf War and the Oklahoma 
City bombings, consumers 
pulled back on all major pur- 
chases like cars. Indeed, the 
Gulf War sent the economy and 
the auto industry into a serious 
recession. 

The U.S. auto industry had 
been on track for its third-best 
sales year in history until July 
and August sales dropped dra- 
matically. The slower sales 
trend is likely to continue. 
Richard Curtin, University of 
Michigan’s director of consumer 
surveys, predicts consumers 
will hold off on vehicle pur- 
chases as they have during pre- 
vious Crises. 

A Harris poll shows a quarter 
of those consumers surveyed 
plan to spend less and save 
more in the short term. Sonic 
Automotive of Charlotte, N.C. — 
which operates 165 dealer fran- 
chises across the U.S. — is 
bracing for a 15 to 20 percent 
decline in sales. 

Jacques A. Nasser, Ford's 
president and chief executive 
officer, had marveled only last 
spring at how resilient car sales 
were, “Recent events have

Avocado Pate with Salsa

1-2 tablespoons vegetable oil 
4 ripe avocados, peeled and pit-
